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Preface 


HIS volume is frankly a continuation of the 

bibliographical work of that Boston sage, P. K. 

Foley, whose “American Authors” was pub- 
lished in 1897. The suggestion to continue Mr. Foley’s 
work came from Frederick M. Hopkins, who met me 
on a New York street corner one spring day in 1924. 
Our contact for many years had been in the rare book 
world, so our talk was of things bookish rather than of 
crops or the weather. Remembering my previous short 
excursions into bibliography, Hopkins proposed, “ Why 
not continue ‘ Foley’ ?” “Great idea,” said I—“ When 
do we commence?” 

The Publishers Weekly agreed to give the lists serial 
publication. In that way the opportunity was given to 
correct many of the errors which necessarily accompany 
pioneering work in so wide a field. Mr. Hopkins, 
through pressure of other work, was unable to help in 
the actual compilation of lists, but acknowledgment is 
hereby made to him for his idea and to the many others 
who have assisted. 

What purpose is served by the collection of rare 
books is no more to be argued here than why is golf 
or music. First editions are collected, to the interest 
and edification of an increasing number of persons, and 
these lists are for the service of those people and of 
dealers who supply the wants of collectors. 

The selection of authors was not made in the spirit 
of prophecy. Were compilers given a vision of the fu- 
ture, the pages of the illustrious predecessor of this vol- 
ume, to wit, Foley’s “American Authors,” would not 
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be studded with writers whose names are to-day un- 
known and unsung. Twenty years from now many 
names included in shese lists will have passed into sad 
eclipse. But at least every name represents an author 
whose works are to-day (1928) being collected to greater 
or less extent. 

It has seemed best to omit authors whose appeal to 
collectors is limited to one book—as Donald G. Mit- 
chell, with “‘Reveries of a Bachelor,” Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, with “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” etc. 

Authors are listed alphabetically. Arbitrarily, Samuel 
Clemens has been listed under his familiar pseudonym 
and will be found under T. 

Preference is given to editions printed in America 
even if technically the foreign edition, for copyright or 
other purposes, was issued slightly earlier. The pre- 
sumption is that the book produced in America has 
had more supervision from its author and represents 
more nearly his idea. 

Emigrant and immigrant authors have presented a 
problem — Harte, Whistler, LeGallienne, McFee, and 
others. We have continued to claim those who leave 
our shores and have included those who arrive here. 

The check lists have been compiled by various col- 
lectors. Responsibility for the form of these lists rests 
entirely with the: editor. The aim has been simplicity 
and compactness. The plan reflects the growing ten- 
dency toward the collecting of major and important 
books as against fugitive pieces and books with con- 
tributions only. In certain cases in which an author’s 
output is small, space is available to give practically all 
the minor items; in other cases, as in that of Mark 
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Twain, a full list runs into hundreds of titles, and the 
searcher for these must be referred to exhaustive bib- 
liographies. Therefore, the items listed in the larger type 
are books written in their entirety by their authors, or 
in collaboration with one other person. Pamphlets, books 
with minor contributions, prefaces only, etc., are rele- 
gated to smaller type. Significant collected editions, be- 
cause they often are a source of information or contain 
first edition material, letters, and authoritative biog- 
raphies are included, and, in some cases, other biograph- 
ical material considered by the compiler to be of value 
to the collector. In every case when a complete bib- 
liography exists it is listed. Periodical publication is not 
considered. 

Because this book aims to provide the dealer or col- 
lector with a means of rapidly identifying first editions, 
details have been reduced to a minimum. We, therefore, 
have not given full collations, sizes, numbers of pages, 
bindings, and so on. In the majority of cases, the first 
edition may be identified by the date and place of pub- 
lication alone. When further information is needed to 
distinguish a first issue, the points are given as simply 
as possible. 

Bindings are understood to be cloth unless otherwise 
specified. 

Brackets about the date or place of publication mean 
that the information so given does zot appear on the 
title-page, but is deduced from copyright or other 
sources. The dates given are those on the title-pages. It 
was once common practice to put on the title-page of 
books issued and copyrighted in the late fall the date 
of the following year, presumably to carry over the sale 
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of the book into the following year. In these cases, 
therefore, the dates in the copyright notice and on the 
title-page do not agree. But the date which the collector 
will find on the title-page is the one uniformly given in 
this book. 

“Limited edition, copies,” indicates that there 
is also a regular or trade edition. Otherwise the entry 
would read “ copies only.” 

Publishers frequently give on the title-pages of their 
books several addresses, as “‘ New York and London”’ 
or “Boston and New York.” For simplicity’s sake, the 
principal address only is given.

HITMAN’S important literary effort was expressed 
in his own unique poetic form; his prose work was 
mostly incidental,or connected with newspaper work. 
He used the one title “« Leaves of Grass” as a book-title for most 
of his work, adding poems with each edition. The books were 
published in small editions—with Whitman in close personal 
touch with the printers, binders and publishers, which accounts 
for many freak and paper-bound copies, the exact first edition 

status of which may never be determined.

HIS “principal item” list omits all speeches and state 
papers except the carefully edited and indexed Col- 
umbia University lectures on “Constitutional Gov- 
ernment,” “Robert E. Lee,’ and “John Wesley’s Place in 
History.” The most difficult items to obtain for a collection of 
Wilson’s books are “The State,” and the limited and signed 
issue of “A History of the American People.’ Wilson’s 
speeches and state papers run into the hundreds, thirty or 
more appearing in pamphlet form before he became president. 
Several hundred bear the Washington imprint. Many books, 
frequently thought first editions, are merely compilations of 
this pamphlet material.
